CITY OF.MEXICO, Nov. 24.— The Pan- 
American Railroad committee, of which Sen- 
ator Henry C. Davis is chairman, is in favor 
of giving every possible encouragement to 
an intercontinental rallroad. The practical 
action which the committee will in all proba- 
bility take will be, first, to Greate a com- 
mission, with headquarters in. Washington, 
in which all the American nations are to be 
represented; secondly, to empower Senator 
Davis to interest American capital in the 
project; thirdly, to secure a pledge from the 
interested governments of substantial aid to 
| the project either in the form of pecuniary 
| subsidy or lands for colonization. 


Not a Visionary Scheme. 
Mr. Davis says in his report that there is 
nothing impracticable nor visionary in the 
construction of the road nor in the flotation 
of the necessary stock. He remarks that 
each of such systems as the Atchison, the 
Northern Pacific, the Union Pacific, and 
others has a greater mileage than is now 
necessary to assure the realization of the in- 
tercontinental railroad, while the bonds and 
shares outstanding of each of auch systems | 
are in ¢xcess of the sum estimated as neces- 
sary for the construction of the railroad in 
question. 
The Russian government has fast’ com- 
pleted, says the Sendtor, a railroad through 
Siberia at a cost considerably in excess of the 
amount estimated as necessary for the com- 
pletion of an American intercontinental rai)- 
road, and in 80 doing Nas overcome greater 
natural difficulties than are to be looked for 
in the construction of the latter.

King Edward Will Not Omit the Hom- 
age, Anointing with Oil, or Holy 
Communion at His Coronation.

LONDON, Nov. 25, 3 a. m.—Keen interest 
has been excited by the report, for which a 
ritualiftic paper is responsible, that the 
ceremonies of doing homage and anointing 
with oil and celebrating the holy communion 
will be omitted from the coronation service. 
It seems improbable, however, that the 
statement is well founded. Nothing is known 
at Westminster Abbey of such changes, and 
English people would view with regret 
the abrogation of the service in any way. 
Homage is a survival of the old recognition 
of the sovereign by the people, and, although 
it is no longer necessary to kiss the King’s 
foot, this was done certainly as late as the 
“coronation of Edward VI. 
The ceremony of andinting dates back to 
the remote past. It is appointed that the 
anointing shall be on the hands, breast, 
shoulders, and elbows, and on the head last 
of all, but according to an ancient rite the 
sovereign was anointed gon the head only, 
and the King may in this matter decide to 
return to the early precedent. 
Every English monarch, with the exception 
of James II., has partaken of holy com- 
munion at the coronation service.

Last night the city hall was decorated and 
flluminated, and the Mayor held a reception 
in honor of the event. The bonds are to run 
for twenty years at 6 per cent Interest. The 
government reserves the right to redeem in 
ten years. This is the first investment of 
American capital in Porto Rican public se-

OTHERS SORE AND GLOOMY 


Coathes Say Every Man Did His 
Best and Pronounce the Har- 
vard Line Strong. 


BOTH THE ELEVENS DISBAND 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 24.—[Special.]—Sore 
in body and mind from the sting of defeat, the 
Yale football team started for New Haven 
at 1 o’clock this afternoon. The players 
slept late, and the corridors of the Hotel 
Lenox were deserted until almost noon. Then 
there was a few minutes of bustle as players 
and coaches got their bags together and 
started for the Back Bay station. It was 
a low spirited and silent crowd, and as they 
left the hotel it seemed they left behind the 
traces of a funeral party. 

Every player on the blue’s team was in the 
party except John L. De Saulles, the plucky 
little quarter back, who was completely 
knocked out in Saturday’s battle on Sol- 
diers’ Field. De Saulles remained behind at 
the Massachusetts General Hospital. The 
doctors say he has a slight attack of cerebral 
concussion, but will. be all right within a 
week. He was sent for today by the Yale 
football association, who wanted to take him 
home with them, but the hospital authorities 
refused them permission. They sent out 
word that De Saulles was resting comforta- 
bly and was improving as rapidly as could 
be expected. 


Show Effects of the Contest. 


Captain Gould, who was also carried from 
the field on a stretcher, was himself again 
today. Hogan and Olcott showed the traces 
of the punishment they received. Both are 
powerful men, but theyghad to cope with 
giants in the crimson line. Today they were 
hollow-eyed and looked like men who had 
played out the last ounce of their power. 
Hogan, who is a freshman, took the defeat 
much to heart. It was his first great experi- 
ence, and he held himself responsible for not 
doing what it was physically impossible for 
him to do. 

After the Yale coaches had slept over their 
defeat they awoke with no new. theories, no 
explanations, no excuses, no complaints. 

Trainer Mike Murphy said: ‘“ We've 
got to get older men in order to whip Har- 
vard. I tell you, age counts when it is cou- 
pled with such athletic experience as Camp- 
bell, Cutts, and Lee have had. It tells in 
these push plays, where it is not s0 much a 
question of agility as staying on your feet. 

The Harvard line bent our line back when 
Yale was on the offensive. That was what 
stopped our offensive game. Our rush line 
simply came back on the runner and the in- 
terference. It was a wonder that our runner 
ever got going at all.“ 


Say Every One Did His Best. 


Yale went home to try to torget how it was 
done, but with a grim determination not to 
let it happen again. Next year we will 
even up that score,” said the players, an“ 
the coaches nodded assent: to these senti- 
ments. 

The coaches, in talking over the game, had 
absolutely no criticism to make of either 
their team or their opponents. They all 
agreed that every man on the Yale team did 
his level best, and that every player did just 
as much as Yale had expected he could do. 

The blue’s coaches were struck with the 
playing of Cutts and Blagden, the Harvard 
tackles. But Yale does not consider Har- 
vard had a team that could not be beaten, 
While the Elis make no comparisons, they 
do not consider Captain Campbell’s eleven as 
great a team as Gordon Brown led to victory 
for Yale a year ago. 

The election of Captain will not be held 
until next week. George Chadwick, right 
half back, will be picked. He has played half 
back for three years. He is the brother of 
Charley Chadwick, the former guard. 

Trainer Mike Murphy left the eleven to- 
night and went to his home in Southville, 
Mass. He has been in poor health for three 
weeks. He will return to his duties at Yale 
in a week. 

The players disbanded for the season of 
1901. As a whole the eleven left for New 
Haven at 1 o’clock. A number of them, 
however, were sent to their homes for a few 
days’ rest before returning to New Haven. 


Harvard Men Break Training. 

The members of the victorious Harvard 
varsity eleven did not look much the worse 
for the game when they showed up for break- 
fast this morning. With the exception of 
Cutts, none gave any evidence of bruises, but 
the sturdy tackle had a large contusion on the 
right side of his face. 

The team broke training last evening in 
the customary manner. They assembled at 
the quarters of the second team in Prescott 
street, and there enjoyed a banquet such as 
has not been tendered a victorious eleven for 
some years. The varsity eleven and the sub- 
stitutes, together with Coaches Lewis, Don- 
ald, Dibble, Frank Hallowell, and Percy 
Haughton, sat down to dine at 6 o’clock, and 
from that hour until after 8 o’clock they had 
a royal good time. ° 

The victory was such an unexpected one 
that the students and others are still talking 
about it. Much money did not change hands, 
as few thought Harvard would win. In New 
York it is understood the alumni backed their 
college heavily, while in State street, Boston, 
several of the brokers put up tidy sums on the 
crimson. 

The election of a Captain for next season 
was postponed indefinitely, but in all prob- 
ability the choice will fall on Bob Kernan, 
the left half back; Tom Graydon, the full 
back, or Pete Bowditch, the right end. 
They are all members of the class of '03. 

There is a move on foot to give the team 
gold footballs in commemoration of their vic- 
tory, and another theater party and banquet 
will probably be given the victors. 


MAROONS AND GOPHER SCRUBS. 


Stagg’s Men to Get Practice Against 
Minnesota’s Second Team Today—At- 
wood Is Getting Better. 


The maroon team will face the second Min- 
nesota eleven on Marshall Field this after- 
noon in practice. Coach Stagg, hoping to 
test the strength of his players before the 
final game of the season with Wisconsin, has 
hit upon the plan of lining the maroons 
against eleven husky substitutes on the 
Gopher squad. The practice will probably be 
carried on in secret. 

Stagg does not intend to use Horton or 
Perkins against the Minnesota men for fear 
of possible injury to the most available men 
in his meager back field squad. The Minne- 
sota team, which will remain in Chicago to- 
day and tomorrow before leaving for Cham- 
paign, may possibly line up against Chicago 
tomorrow, with practically the same men 
that will be used in the Illinois game on 
Thanksgiving. 

It was announced last night that already 
the seat sale at Spalding’s represents $1,500, 
which is about as large as it was last year 
a day before the contest.

ATTEND FUNERAL OF MACHINIST 
TRAPP, WHO WAS SHOT. 


Which He Held the Deceased to Have 
Been Blameleasas—Leading Organisa- 
' tlons Are Represented Among the 
Mourners — Demand for Skilled 
Workmen in Chicago Exceeds Sup- 
ply, Contractors Paying Premiums. 


With a machinist pronouncing the funeral 
oration, union laborers as pallbearers, and 
delegates from various trade organizations 
as mourners, Ferdinand W. Trapp, the union 
machinist who was shot by Andrew Burk- 
hauser on last Wednesday night, was buried 
yesterday afternoon at Waldheim. All la- 
bor meetings were adjourned, and even the 
union pickets were called from the Allis- 
Chalmers works. 

The funeral was held at noon at the former 
residence of Trapp at 566 West Erie street. 
Delegations were present from the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, headed by President 
James H. Bowman and William Carmody; 
and the Chicago Building Material Trades 
council, headed by M. J. Deutsch and,George 
Lighthall. Liberty Lodge of the 
al Association of Machinists, of which Trapp 
was a member, came ina body. 

Says Trapp Was Blameless. 

Stuart Reid, a former minister in the Meth- 
odist Church, and more recently an organizer 
of the union to which Trapp belonged; gave 
the funeral address. He spoke feelingly of 
the life and personality of Trapp, and said 
a sense of duty had forced the deceased into 
the strike, which indirectly cost him bis tife. 
He traced the trouble at the Allis-Chalmers 
plants, and laid the blame for Trapp's death 
to the importation of men from distant 
States. He declared Trapp innocent of any 
wrong. 

The Knights of Pythias, of which Trapp 
Was a member, also took part in the services. 

Trapp came from Dubuque, Ia, to work 
in the Twelfth street plant of the Allis- 
Chalmers company, but, learning of the 
strike, withdrew and served as a picket. 
During a quarrel he was shot by Burkhauser, 
who says Trapp assaulted him.

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SECRETARY HITCHCOCK SUGGESTS 
MANY CHANGES IN LAWS. 


Indians Should Be Made to Cultivate 
Parts of Land Allotments—Rations to 


Be Issued Only to Those Unable to 


Support Themselves—Urgent Plea Is 
Made for Preservation of Forests— 
Condition of Nicaragua Maritime Ca- 
nal Company. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—The annual 
report of Secretary Hitchcock of the Interior 
department was made public today. It in- 
dorses the conclusions submitted by Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs Jones regarding 
the present Indian education system. The 
Secretary says: 

The management of the Indian service in 
the field and in the schools, while satis- 
factory under existing conditions, is not 
deemed to be the best for the welfare of the 
Indians, and different methods will here- 
after be adopted. 

This policy contemplates requiring the 
working by Indian allottees able to do so of 
a fair portion of lands allotted them, and 
the contributing by their industry to their 
own support of all not entirely disqualified 
by actual disability, physical or otherwise; 
the discontinuance of the issue of rations to 
those able to support themselves.“ 

The income of the various Indian tribes 
from all sources during the year aggregated 
$5,338,880, a faling off of $260,052, mostly due 
to the expiration of treaty obligations. 

In the future full leasing privileges will be 
confined to those whose disability or in- 
ability actually disqualifies them from work- 
ing any part of their allotments and in . 
lesser degree to those whose disability pre- 
vents their working more than a small part 
of their allotments, those conditions to be 
clearly shown; all other allottees to be re- 
quired to work at least forty acres of their 
allotment. 


Slow Work with Five Tribes. 
“The Dawes commission tothe five civilized 
tribes in Indian Territory reports that the 


rolls of membership of only, one nation, the. 


Seminoles, sé far have been approved and 
their lands have not yet been entirely al- 
lotted. The time cannot be fixed with cer- 
tainty when the enrollment of. the four re- 
maining tribes will be finished, ._. 

Secretary Hitchcock recommends that the 
commission be increased by four members. 
He also favors a modification of the law re- 
quiring distribution of lands on the basis of 
equalized valuation and that a definite period 
be fixed for the tompletion of the work. 


Forests Fast Vanishing. 


The report says that the act of June 8, 
1887, known as the timber and stone act, if 
not repealed or radically amended, will result 
ultimately in the complete destruction of the 
timber on the unappropriated and unre- 
served public lands. The time has arrived, 
according to the Secretary, when reservoirs 
must be built and managed as a part ofa na- 
tional system of forest and water conserva- 
tion. 

Approves Pension Commisioner. 

The report highly indorses the work and 
recommendation of Commissioner of Pen- 
sions Evans, and says that the veterans 
have no more sincere friend than their com- 
rade, the commissioner, ‘* who himself served 
as an enlisted man in the armies of the union, 
and he but maintains and defends the honor 
of their patriotic service, when, refusing to 
ignore both the letter and spirit of the law, 
he declines to permit the impostor, whether 
claimant or agent, to share in the bounty 
provided for the veteran and those dependent 


upon him.” 
| Urges Arid Land Reclamation. 


On the quéstion of reclamation of the arid 
region the secretary recommends that 
construction at once be begun as fol- 
lows: The San Carlos storage reser- 
voir in Arizona, reclaiming 100,000 acres 
or more of public land at an  esti- 
mated cost of $1,040,000; reservoirs in the 
Sierra Nevada in California for reclaiming 
desert lands in Nevada; the diversion of St. 
Mary River into the headwaters of Milk 
River in Montana. An appropriation of 
$250,000 is askied to carry on the hydrographic 
work of the geological survey. 

The Secretary says the net earnings of 
the bond aided and land grant railroads 
amounts to over $13,000,000, and the increase 
in gross earnings to $37,000,000. The debt 
of the Central Pacific road to the United 
States now stands at $58,812,715. 


Maratime Canal Company Report. 

The secretary submits the annual report 
received from the Maratime Canal company 
of Nicaragua, which shows that since its 
organization 10,145 shares of its capital stock 
have been subscribed for at par, aggregating 
$1,014,500, and that the total amount of cash 
received in the treasury as reported by the 
company is $1,174,603. The expenses of the 
company have been $1,172,771 in cash, 31,900 
shares of full paid capital stock, $5,000,000 
of first mortgage bonds, and its obligation 
for $1,855,000 of these first mortgage bonds. 
It also has issued 180,000 shares of its capital 
stock at par value in payment of conces- 
sionary rights, etc.

the $518,500 first mortgage bonds, and the 
2.420 shares of capital stock received in 
liquidation of the claim against the Nicara- 
gua Canal Construction company, the con- 
cession, etc., and the plant, railways, sup- 
plies, and other property in central America. 


SEEKS WAY TO SAVE INDIANS. 


C. F. Lummis of California Asked by 
President Roosevelt for Advice 
on Mission Tribe. : 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 24.—[Special. ]— 
Charles F. Lummis, the author and expert 
on archeology, has been asked by President 
Roosevelt to go to Washington and confer 
with him on the approaching eviction of the 
Indians from their home on Warner’s ranch 
in San Diego County. 

The owner of the ranch recently secured a 
ruling that the Indians must vacate the 
ranch where they had lived for more than 
thirty years. As there are no lands availa- 
ble for them, the Indians will starve unless 
the government provides them with a reser- 
vation.

NEW RACK RAISING PLAR 


MAYOR HAS AN AMENDED GRAND 
CROSSING ORDINANCE. 


Proposes to Strike Out Section 13 of the 
Measure Passed — Corporation Coun- 
sel Walker at Work on Opinion of 
Mandatery Power of Council in This 
Matter—Rule Against Winerooms 
Likely to Pass Tonight. 


Mayor Harrison has had prepared an 
amendatory ordinance to the Grand Crossing 
track elevation ordinance, which probably 
will be introduced in the Council this even- 
ing. It seeks to strike out all of section 13, 
and this may make the ordinance even more 
objectionable to the railway companies than 
the present one. ’ 

Section 13 of the ordinance, as it stands, 
provides that if hereafter it is determined to 
open any more subways under the tracks 
than are provided for in the ordinance the 
work shall be done at the cost of the city not 
only for the subways proper but for the 
bridges over them. The objection which the 
railway companies make to the ordinance as 
it stands, and which has kept them from ac-. 
cepting it, is that it provides for a subway 
at Seventy-ninth street, to be built entirely 
at their expense, while the measure they con- 
sented to provided the city should pay half 
the cost of this subway. 


Mandatory Ordinance Plans. 

Corporation Counsel Walker is at work 
on an opinion as to the right of the Council 
to pass mandatory track elevation ordinances 
instead of the present contract ones. If it is 
ready for presentation to the Council this 
evening it will form the basis for an attempt 
to instruct the Track Elevation committee to 
report in the future only mandatory or- 
dinances, and in the meantime to postpone 
all work now before it. 

The understanding is that the Corporation 
Counsel is of the opinion that under its 
police power, as defined in the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in the Jackson 
case, the city has the power to pass these 
mandatory ordinances and enforce the rais- 
ing of tracks, but an ordinance, to be upheld 
by the courts, must be a reasonable one, 
so it is a matter of conjecture whether the 
en would have much more power, after 
all. 


Traction and Wineroom Measures. 

The Kedgie avenue ordinance, as once 
vetoed by the Mayor and again recommend- 
ed by the Committee on Local Transporta- 
tion, will be introduced again in the Council 
this evening. There is no chance of its com- 
ing up for passage, however. The Mayor 
has announced that he will veto it again if 
it be passed. 

The ordinance abolishing winerooms will 
be reported in favorably by the Committee 
on License, and this may be passed tonight, 
as there is practically no opposition to it.

OP SPRLLING BOOKS 


NORTHWESTERN STUDENTS BACK 
TO FIRST PRINCIPLES. 


Deficiency in Orthography a Bar to Ad- 
vancement and Freshmen Tramp the 
Campus Murmuring “ B-a-ba Prot. 
J. Seott Clarke Says Schools Must Re- 
turn to the Old Method of Teaching 
to Remedy Present Defects—Abuse 
of Word System Alleged. 


Poor spelling is not considered a sign of 
genius at the Northwestern University. No 
excuse is taken from students who insist 
that the spelling faculty is left-out of them. 
They are consigned to the outer darkness 


‘| of a special course in plain spelling and there 


they stay until they can pass the examina- 
tion which bars the entrance to the English 
classes of Professor J. Scott Clarke. 

Students at Northwestern are divided into 
two classes those who can spell and those who 
can’t. Differences in age, sex. and position 
count for little as compared with this greater 
and more significant differentiation. Those 
who fail to pass this examination fail to 
graduate, and that is the reason why the 
freshman starts in as easy as possible to find 
his status. 

One hundred are studying out of little green 
spelling books and all over the campus may 
be heard the worried murmurs from those 
who are conning their next day's lesson. 

“D-e, de, g-r-a-d, degrad, a, degrada, 
t-l-o-n, tion, degradation.” 

Such words as these come from grieving 
lips, in saddened tones. 

Some Misspelled Words. 

By a recent ruling of the faculty no stu- 
dent is allowed to graduate who has not 
demonstrated his ability to spell the com- 
monest words. A list of 150 words most 
frequently misspelled in the students’ essays 
last year constitute the examination this 
fall, on which so many failed. Some of 
these misspelled words are: 

Interfeared, excercise, tyreny, consist- 
ant, shaddow,, hurles, testement, wheather, 
emmence, dilemna, procead, aquiescance, 
apperatus, volumn, dispare, dimentions, de- 
lapidated, temparament, beseige, mischeiv- 
ous, villian, tennent, yeald, vestage. 

These are only a few of the examples of 


distorted spelling. Others which occurred 


less frequently are: 

‘“Léoseing (losing), origonal, girssiey 
(grisly), veteranary, paralexed, phenominia, 
excell, guarrantee, Southener villan, pe- 
cuntery, generousity, Britian, countinence, 
immencé. immagination, phenominon, dis- 
sapointed, indespensable, plausable, dilema, 
redicullus, unnessary, erroinous, or- 
pondency, complextion, Britten, or- 
riginal, tempariment, chalous (callous), in- 
habitent, villiage, indispencable, symton 
(symptom), ingrediant, govinor, digasterous, 
weared (wearied), liesure, and marvalous.” 


Punctuation a Nightmare. 

And as for punctuation, that is included, 
too, in this course. Periods, commas, and 
semicolons dart through the dreams of new 
students and plerce the marrow of freshman 
content and self-satisfaction. 

The faculty call this course “ English No. 
7, the students themselves call it Pity 
sakes,” expressing thereby the mild-man- 
nered horror of the Women who are com- 
pelled to go back to their primers on the 
verge of enthusiasm over poetry. 

“This ‘pity sakes’ is something awful,” 
said one of the members of the class of 1902, 
who speaks from bitter experience. .“* The 
words they give you are mostly catch words, 
and the punctuation examination consists of 
a) distracting description of a journey from 
here to somewhere else, read by the pro- 
fessor at breakneck speed, without stops for 
paragraphs or twenty-minute refreshments. 
Quotations from Browning, Tennyson, or 
Longfellow are thrown in, and at-the end 
you feel like the under man in a football 
scrimmage.”’ 


Professor Clarke’s Defense. 


Professor Clarke is responsible for this 
necessary severity in the matter of English 
as she is wrote,“ and he says: 

We admit no one from any high school 
We 
find that the foundation is so poorly laid that 
at least half of the students have little or 
no idea of spelling or punctuation. 

To be sure we admit those who come with 
advanced standing from other recognized 
colleges without this examination, but some 
of them need the course, nevertheless, and 
often we have to read these students the 
riot act. Seniors are not exempt from crit- 
icism in this regard and this year there are 
one or two who might profitably take No. T.’ 


Word Method at Fault. 


Spelling is not a natural gift with more 
than one out of a hundred. The whole fault 
lies with the grammar school, where spelling 
is taught by the word method. The old- 
fashioned method of spelling by syllables, 
which was used by our ancestors, is the only 
one to use in learning to spell. The word 
method is good for teaching reading. It is 
an importation from Germany, and, like 
most imported methods, is being used to 
excess, whereas over there it is used only in 
reading. Its misuse is responsible to a great 
degree for the prevalent ignorance of orthog- 
raphy. The old style analytia method, by 
which the student said m-u-l, mul, t-i, ti, 
p-l-y, ply, was the method which taught him 
how to spell, and which will have to be taken 
up again. 

In the high schools, where the boy is 
getting a new vocabulary more rapidiy than 
ever afterward, spelling is almost entirely 
neglected. He does not have his attention 
called to the relation between spelling and 
etymology. When he comes to enter the 
university he will spell ‘audibly’ audably. 
If he had had his attention called to the 
fact that the word is derived from the Latin 
word gudio the mistake would not be made. 


usiness Demands Reform. 


The student who is careless about spell- 
ing is careless about almost everything else. 
Those who failed to pass the examination 
for entrance to Northwestern University 
have been assigned to a subfreshman class, 
where they are taught how to spell correct- 
ly. It is our business to fit them for condi- 
tions as they are, and not as they ought to ba 

The reform will have to come because 
business-men are demanding it. I know one 
business-man who tried thirty stenogra- 
— before he could find one who could 
spell. 

We are reverting to the days of the three 
‘R's,’ but there are signs of a slow reaction. 
The study of spelling is to a large extent 
purely mechanical and the idea that some 
can and others cannot spell is being ex- 


pioded. 

“The conditions were not unusual this 
year, but they have served a lesson, and a 
reaction has set in some quarters. Stu- 
dents do not know how to spell now as they 
did twenty years ago. There is a general 
sentiment that because the spelling is illog- 
ical K is a little matter and that when a 
reform is brought about they will again 
take up the art. It will take thousands of 
years to work this reform in spelling for 
which many teachers and pupils seem to 
be waiting. The spelling of about 600 words 
has been changed in 300 years. The boy 
or girl trying to hold a position will not be 
excused for being unable to spell because 
it is illogical.” 


Heavy Rains Carry Perch from Lake 
Into Millrace at Watervliet,

perch have been @riven up the Pawpaw River, 
which empties from Pawpaw Lake, by the 
recent storms, until the millrace at Water- 
vltet, half a mile up the stream, is a mass of 
dead fish.

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.— [Special. I—Stock 
market trading was moderately heavy dur- 
ing the last week, with a fair demand from 
commission houses and pronounced activ- 
ity on the part of professional operators 
and speculative pools. In the early deal- 
ings irregularity and heaviness were re- 
ported, but in the last days of the week 
prices advanced in almost every stock on 
the list. The chief exception was People’s 
Gas. Naturally the speculative element at- 
tacked the issue when the assessment was 
announced, while further selling was in- 
dulged in when it bec&me known that the 
federal court refused to grant an injunc- 
tion. to the Union Traction company in its 
appeal against the franchise tax. : 
Rumors of impoftant developments in the 
affairs of the Vanderbilt properties were 
again circulated last week, without, how- 
ever, bringing out any news from official 
quarters. New York Central was heavily 
dealt in at advancing prices, while all the 
issues moved toward a higher 
ev 


The rise in the local traction shares was 
not explained by any know: development, 
but the street apparently be. ved its own 
rumors, to the effect that the New York 
Central might acquire control of .Manhat- 
‘tan, and that if New York Central did not 
buy Manhattan a company would be formed 
to hold the securities of all the local trac- 
ti properties. 

There was some scientific manipulation in 
Manhattan, and for that matter the whole 
list showed the influence of stock market 
manipulation. 


The excitement ameng certain Western: 
State officers over the new Northern Securi- 
ties company did not cause important sales 
of stocks. It served to restrict trading at 
times in the stocks involved. 

In the general list of stocks there * no 
new developments affecting values, although 
in the early part of the week heavy gold 
export engagements restrained speculative 
activity. The fact that exports aggregating 
$8,000,000 failed to hurt the money market 
— for the bullish sentiment at the 
close. 


Money was firm. On Friday, however, call 
loans were made as low as 3% per cent, while 
liberal offerings were reported at 4 per cent. 
Indications at the end of the week appeared 
to point toward a cessation of gold shipments, 
as exchange rates at this center were easier, 
while in Paris exchange on London was 
higher. The shipment of gold so far has 
taken about $17,000,000 from New York, but 
the actual position of the banks has not been 
weakened, inasmuch as bond payments, re- 
ceipts of currency from the interior, and 
payments by the Subtreasury for gold de- 
posited at Pacific coast points have about 
offset the amount of gold shipments. 
General conditions bearing on stock values 
are favorable, and efforts are apparently 
being made in important speculative circles 
to advance prices to a higher plane. Trade 
reports are extremely encouraging, ¢ 
Every railroad in the country is placing 
large orders for new cars, and all car-build- 
ing companies and locomotive concerns are 
earning handsome profits. Stocks of the 
Pressed Steel Car company, the American 
Car and Foundry company, and the Ameri- 
can Locomotive company are slated for high- 
er prices. The soft and hard coal shares were 
bought by a good class of traders last week, 
and higher prices were predicted, especially 
for Reading and Erie. 3

Foreign Exchange Market. 


The foreign department of the Commer- 
cial National Bank says on the foreign ex- 
change situation: Bankers profited by the 
high rates of exchange that prevailed dur- 
ing the summer months and have drawn 
their time @rafts on London and on the con- 
tinent, figuring that, with lower exchange 
rates during the fall, such drafts could be 
profitably covered. Extraordinary condi- 
tions in the New York stock market caused 
during the summer a large amount of such 
drafts to be drawn; and now, when these 
drafts become due, there is, of course, a 
corresponding demand for remittances to 
meet them. Consequently, the usual and 
natural decline in the foreign exchange rates 
not only did not take place but exchange 
went so high as to permit gold to be shipped 
from this country to Europe in large amounts. 
The question mow arises, whether our ex- 
ports from the present until the end of the 
year will be large enough to offset the de- 
mand for retnittances to cover maturing 
drafts, and whether the extremely high rates 
of exchange now prevailing will be main- 
tained, and how long. As the amount of 
financial paper created is large, and a con- 
siderable portion of it is renewed, it appears 
that foreign exchange rates will not be per- 
mitted to decline, but that the additional 
demand from now until the end of the year 
will cause renewed firmness and new ship- 
ments of gold to the other side may be nec-

» Oats Have Sharp Advance. 

At the end of the week oats had taken the 
lead among speculative grain markets, both 
in activity of trade and in extent of range 
and advance in prices. For some months 
the overshadowing factor in the market had 
been the big line of May held by Patten, pos- 
gibly 10,000,000 bu, which to some extent con- 
gested the market and checked buying. But 
for some time the good general cash demand 
for oats from Eastern and Southern markets, 
the increasing premiums paid for desirable 
grades, and the small sales made by Western 
holders in spite of the high prices ruling 
have been the dominant factor. The advance 
in cash prices has forced up the futures, but 
the last two days of the week the speculative 
strength of oats was impressed on the trade 
generally and buying of futures began on a 
scale large enough to send up prices with a 
rush. That the basis of the advance was the 
firm one of consumptive demand was shown 
by the fact that the near-by deliveries made 
the greater gains. At the week’s end Novem- 
ber oats had reached 42. a gain of gu for 
the week. December closed at 42 ½%, a gain 
of 2%-%c, and May at 42%c, a gain of 1%c. 
The closing prices were the highest of the 
week and of the crop for all deliveries. 

The assumption has been rather general 
that oats were higher relatively than other 
grains, held partly by the congestion in 
May, but the cash premiums, as high as 

over May paid for 3 whites, show that 
the legitimate situation is a strongone. The 
South and Southwest have been paying 
higher prices in the West than Chicago, and 
reports from Iowa are to the effect that the 
reserves in farmers’ hands will not suffice 
for home consumption. The shipping de- 
mand has been steady, not spasmodic, and 
unless it falls off or farmers sell more freely, 
which the future alone can tell, higher 
prices still may rule. The small contract 
stocks in Chicago, about 1,000,000 bu in pub- 
lic houses, were a consideration in the de- 
mand for that delivery by shorts. Both 
legitimately and speculatively oats seem to 
be in a strong position. 


Corn Prices Hardening. 


Corn was inclined to sympathize with oats 
and closed strong at the highest prices of 
the month, after resisting some energetic 
bear efforts during the week. The theory 
that the December longs would not take the 
corn in store here, over 5,000,000 bu of con- 
tract variety and 6,000,000 bu more in pri- 
vate houses, and that their liquidation would 
certainly cause a severe break, inspired a good 
deal of short selling. Appearances at the close 
of the week indicated that the shorts were 
liquidating instead of the longs, the Decem- 
ber-May spread having narrowed from 3c to 
2%c. December gained 1%c for the week, 
reaching 61%c, the highest price since Au- 
gust, and May gained %-Ic, closing at d-. 
The high premiums paid by St. Louis, Peoria, 
Kansas City, and other Southern and West- 
ern markets over Chicago prices, diverting 
corn from territory usually tributary to this 
market, have been the bull factor of com- 
manding importance. Farmers are holding 
their corn, expecting higher prices, and the 
cons tive and speculative demand to-

Wholesale Trade Active. 


The stimulating. effects of the approach of 
the holiday season were felt in nearly all 
lines during the last week. Country or- 
ders. are large and give fair promise of in- 
creasing and dealers here have no hesitancy 
in prophesying that the closing months of 
1001 will break all records in wholesale lines. 
There was little disturbance in prices, such 
as did occur not being of sufficient 
to influence trade to any extent. : 

The coal situation reveals strength and 
firmness of tone, partly due to the large 
Eastern demand and partly to the continued 
scarcity of cars. Navigation is so nearly 
closed as to allow comparisons with the 
amount shipped to this port during last 
year. The receipts of anthracite were about 
the same, with a slight increase in favor 
of this year. There are no heavy stocks 
here and when a demand sets in from coun- 
try buyers trouble in supplying their wants 
is anticipated. Present buying is moderate. 

The demand for bituminous coal grows 
steadily. Shipping facilities were much 
complained of during the last week, mainly 
from Eastern mines, but Western coals were 
reasonably prompt in delivery. Values were 
without , with the exception of Hock- 
ing Valley, which advanced from §2.80 to 
$3.00 at all upper lake docks, with a further 
rise in the near future in prespect. 

Buying for the spring business began in 
nearly all lines of dry gqods during the week 
just closed, and in some departments previ- 
ous early records were surpassed. A rush 
of reorder business greeted local dealers, 
about evenly divided between staples and 
holiday lines. In the former there is a short- 
age here, which somewhat impeded deliv- 
eries. The first hand market held ite own 
well during the entire week, and the usual 
midseason business is in progress. Several 
new and lower lists were made for indigo 
prints, somewhat impeding operations both 
on the spot and for the future. A good show- 
ing of aocfivity was made in carpets and up- 
holsteries and the spring trade shows signs 
of great activity. The recent cut in prices 
of carpets helped the general market, and 
the week closed with a firm tone and feeling. 

The advance of about 20 per cent in leather 
belting voted by the Association of Belt 
Manufacturers in New York recently was 
approved and adopted by the local belt deal- 
ers during the last week. Manufacturers 
claim the advance was necessitated by the 
rise in the price of belt leather, occasioned 
by the high price of hides. The advance 
took effect immediately on adoption, but it 
Is too early to see what effect it will have on 
the market. 


* Good Demand for Wool. 

Wool was in good demand, the tone of the 
market strong, with a tendency to a slight 
rise, although actual prices were no higher 
on choice Territorial wools than for the week 
previous. Slightly advanced quotations were 
made on K. 6. and % blood fleeces. As a 
whole the situation is a satisfactory one to 
dealers and the market has a decided firm- 
ness of tone. 

The wholesale grocery houses had a week 
of excellent business. Quotations were not 
disturbed to any extent. Country buyers sent 
in liberal orders and the lines of holiday goods 
moved especially heavy. 

The oil and paint trade was strong and 
steady, with a volume of business fairly large 
and but few disturbances of quotations. The 
plate and window glass manufacturers of the 
country and the Executive committee of 
the National Jobbers’ association, controlling 
the wholesale glass trade, held a conference 
in this city during the week. There has been 
signs of a coming storm in the glass world 
for some time, occasioned by the competition 
of small independent concerns with the large 
manufacturers. Asa result of the conference 
the price of glass will now be about 40 per cent 
lower than at this time last year, the present 
cut being about 20 per cent. Manufacturers 
claim this will deprive the business of all 
profit. 

Interest in the iron and steel market cen- 
ters almost entirely in the coming year. Cur- 
rent orders call for delivery mainly from 
March to July, and in some lines of finished 
product if immediate delivery was asked it 
would be impossible to make any promises 
sooner than February or March. This con- 
dition of affairs has given to the mills a de- 
gree of activity that has usually set in later 
in the season. With the exception of the 
advance of 50c in Southern pig iron there 
were no price fluctuations of note. 

The general tone of the lumber market was 
one of growing steadiness, with inquiry and 
shipments up to the average for this sea- 
son of ths year. There is an extraordinary 
activity in building operations throughout 
the country, which creates an excellent ship- 
ping demand. No changes of importance 
were made in quotations.
